outlet of Columbia Broadcasting 
System, Inc., to grant free time 
to combat cigaret advertising. 


The Appellate Court rejected 


the argument that the FCC was 
without authority to order this 
free time because of provisions 
of the Federal Clgaret Labeling 
and Advertising Act of 1965, 
which requires health warnings 
on clgaret packages. The two-to- 
one decision agreed with the FCC 
that ctearetadverttsingpresents 
A "unique situation" that couldn't 
be applied to other products. It 
declared: 


"Clgaret advertising inherent- 


ly promotes cigaret smoking as 
a very desirable habit. Very 
substantial medical and scien- 
tific authority regard this ha- 
bit as highly dangerous to health 
and therefore undesirable. In 
view of the volume of clgaret 
advertising, 
existing sources 


were Inadequate to inform the 
public of the nature and extent 
of the danger." 


The objectionable point is that 


the FCC sets itself upas judge of 
the meritis of the cigaret-health 
argument. If it can do this In the 
case 
of clgaret 
advertising,

The British Jaw charts a broad 


new course, providing in effect 
that any substantial misdes<jrip» 
tion of goods or services by 
salesmen, managers or advert* 
isers may lead to criminal pro. 
secution. Retailers, predictably, 
fought the law, claiming in their 
time-honored way that only a few 
businessmen are at fault and 
tbat business can regulate itself 
to protect the consumer.

The U.N. Security Cdiineft 


condemned 
Israel 
Tuesday 


night for its "premeditated iniii* 
ttfy action" in attacking Beirut 
International Airport, It was the 
third council condemnation of 
Israel In 10 months, and Israel 
replied once more by denounc- 
ing the council. 


Meanwhile, an Israeli army 


spokesman in Tel Aviv reported 
that three persons were killed in 
a rocket attack against the town 
of Klryat Shmoneh near the Leb- 
anese border. The spokesman 
said the rockets were believed 
to have been fired from Leba- 
non. 


The 15-natton Security Council 


voted unanimously for the con- 
demnation and declared Leba- 
non was entitled to compensa- 
tion for 13 civilian aircraft 
worth more than $40 million 
which were destroyed by Israeli 
commandos in a daring raid on 
Beirut airport Saturday. 


Israeli delegate Yosef Tekoan 


said the council action was con- 
trary to the U.N. charter and 
would not be recognized by Is- 
rael. He said the resolution 're- 
flects a moral, political and ju- 
rldiclal bankruptcy of the Secu- 
rity Council in respect to the 
Middle East." 


Tekoah's attitude was similar 


to that of Israeli officials in ear- 
lier instances when the council 
censured and condemned Israel. 
These condemnations go back 
as far as 1955. 


Fouad Boutros, former Leb- 


anese foreign minister and head 
of a special delegation to the 
council debate, complained that 
the resolution failed to call for 
specific penalties against Is- 
rael. 


Arab and Soviet bloc nations 


had demanded saiystions against 
Israel and revocation of landing 
permits for feraeli airliners in 
U.N. member countries. 


Israel contended the Beirut 


attack was justified by Arab 
commando attacks on Israeli ci- 
vilian aircraft. Tekoah cited the 
hijacking of an Israeli plane to 
Algeria last July and the attack 
on an Israeli plane at the Ath- 
ens airport last Thursday. One 
passenger was killed and a 
stewardess was wounded In the 
attack last week. 


Israel reported three guerrilla. 


incidents along Its border with 
Lebanon Tuesday as tensions 
mounted between the two na- 
tions.

He apparently saw only the

ule Thursday.

Did Stolen U.S. Wai- 
Goods Go to Reds? 
Sen. Proxmire Asks

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


William 
Proxmire says he 


wants to know what happened to 
millions of gallons of fuel stolen 
from U.S. military operations in 
Thailand and will demand pub- 
lic release of an Air Force 
investigation into the matter. 


The Wisconsin Democrat said 


he particularly wants to know if 
any of the aircraft and ground 
equipment 
fuel found its way 


Into Communist hands. 


Proxmire also pledged per- 


sonal support Tuesday to the 
Navy 
civilian 
employe who 


"blew the whistle" on the thefts 
and claims he was abruptly 
transferred from Bangkok to a 
make-work job In the Washing- 
ton suburbs. 


Letters from the civilian pe- 


troleum inspector, John McGee, 
to Proxmire triggered the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office investi- 
gation that confirmed the mas- 
sive fuel thefts. 


The GAO report, which Prox- 


mire released to the Associated 
Press, said at least 5.5 million 
gallons of fuel was stolen in 1967 
through oribery of military per- 
sonnel, forgery of official supply 
documents and collusion. 


It said laxity by officials re- 


sponsible for the petroleum flow 
to military units made the thefts 
easier, 


"One of the saddest aspects 


has been the story of the man 
who 
blew 
the 
whistle—who 


stopped It," Proxmire said. 'He 
was put in a position where it 
was clear he would be fired." 


The senator said his staff in- 


tervened with Navy officials to 
help prevent McGee's dismissal. 


McGee was transferred to the

Drugs Are Not Answer 
To Nervous Tension

cleaner or hair dryer. 


Q—-I perspire heavily, even 


in the coldest weather. Is 
this a n e r v o u s 
reaction? 


Would decreasing my intake 
of fluids help? 


A—A nervous reaction is 


the most likely cause. You 
should keep up your intake 
of fluids to prevent dehydra- 
tion. Such antiperspirants as 
AHR 483, benzoyl scopala- 
mine hydrobromide and Oil- 
atum Cream are safe and ef- 
fective. 


Q—Whenever I meet a 


stranger or have to recite in 
class, my heart pounds, my 
voice quavers, 
my hands 


perspire and I feel faint. My 
doctor says the cause is too 
much adrenalin. 
He pre- 


scribed a tranquilizer but it 
doesn't help. Is there any 
way to get relief? 


A—In situations that ap- 


pear to be threatening, not 
necessarily to your safety 
but to your peace of mind, 
your adrenals put out a hor- 
mone that increases your 
h e a r t rate and m u s c l e 
power. Its purpose is to aid 
you in fight or flight. If you 
do neither, the result may be 
sweating and a let-down feel- 
ing. 


Even seasoned actors have 


this reaction—stage fright- 
each night when they first 
step before the footlights. By 
long practice and by think- 
ing of the audience instead 
of themselves, they learn to 
overcome it and so can you. 
Drugs are not the answer. 


Q—What c a u s e s nervous 


tension? What are the symp-

toms? Is there any cure for 
it? 


A—N e r v o u s tension in 


moderation is essential to 
life but, when carried to ex- 
cess, it can lower your effi- 
ciency. It may be caused by 
worry, fright, impatience or 
frustration and may produce 
such symptoms as headache, 
backache, a feeling of tight- 
ness in the neck or chest and 
acid indigestion. Over a pe- 
riod of years, it may cause 
high blood pressure, harden- 
ing of the arteries and pre- 
mature aging. 


Although there is no easy 


cure for nervous tension, 
much can be accomplished 
by taking stock of the factors 
in your way of living that 
add to your stress, by elimi- 
nating as many of these as 
you can, by eating 
your 


meals slowly in a relaxed at- 
mosphere, by keeping regu- 
lar hours and getting some 
physical exercise every day 
and getting adequate sleep 
and by learning to relax 
completely when you go to 
bed. 


Q—I have heard that the 


male hormone of her twin 
brother prevents a twin sis- 
ter from having c h i l d r e n 
when she grows up.

brought to America, where 
his efforts were channeled 
toward building missiles for 
the Stars and Stripes—the 
Redstone, the Pershing, the 
Jupjter, to name a few. 


There are still those, of 


course, who refuse to let 
Von Braun's past die. For 
them, whatever government 
he works for, he will always 
be a Dr. Strangelove. 


But for Von Braun himself,

he has also graduated from 
making articles of war to de- 
veloping missiles for peace. 


His rocket work, he says 


today, is directed 
toward 


"making the world a safer 
place for our children." He 
believes it. "I've got two 
kids myself." 


Von Braun, 56 and, yes, 


silver-haired, is director of 
the G e o r g e C. Marshall 
Space Flight Center. And it's 
common knowledge he has 
been a prime mover in the 
creation of the Saturn rocket 
systems which he hopes (and 
for the most part believes) 
will put the United States on 
the moon some time next 
year. 


Getting to the moon, says 


Von Braun, can be equated 
with a 240,000-mile hop in 
the progress of mankind. He 
hints such exploration is im- 
portant, even vital, to the 
meaningful survival of the 
human race. 


"Twenty or 30 years from 


now." he says in his mod- 
erate accent, "we will ask 
ourselves: 'How could we 
have been so naive as to be- 
lieve we could have ever 
gotten along without space 
exploration?' " 


To illustrate his point, 


Von Braun points to the 
earth's i n c r e a s i n g worry 
over future mass starvation. 
As he puts it: "a horrible 
prospect." 


Space help, the scientist 


insists, is the only answer. 


"Our world is now inhabit- 


ed by three billion people. 
By the year 2000 it may be 
six or seven billion. If the 
growth continues there will 
be standing room only on 
this planet, and humanity 
will struggle for survival. 


"Man now lives on roughly 


three per cent of the global 
surface a n d has limited 
potential for extending his 
supply of arable soils. Dur- 
ing the past 30 years he has 
increased his supply of good 
land by only about 15 per 
cent. 


"Even If we use all of our 


present knowledge and skills, 
we can Increase our arable 
soils only 50 per cent or so, 
to about 4.5 per cent of the 
globe. We s i m p l y can't 
double our food supplies to 
match any doubling popula- 
tion." 


But. says Von Braun, new 


studies of earth from space 
can give a means of monitor- 
ing and surveying the prob- 
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lem and providing computer- 
ized solutions. 


He says sensitive instru- 


ments, looking down from an 
orbital vantage point, will 
be able to m a k e crop 
surveys, p r e d i c t yields, 
analyze trouble areas and 
provide answers to such wor 
ries as the absence of irriga- 
tion, ineffective fertilization 
and the peculiarities of soij 
conditions. 


In a d d i t i o n , says Von 


Braun, man's eye in space 
will yield "an 
unlimited" 


amount of similar knowledge 
of all earth's resource woes 
—ore, water, timber. He en- 
visions space oriented, com- 
puterized "earth 
resources 


management" w h i c h will 
one dav be programed for 
man's benefit. 


The cost of such undertak- 


ings would, the scientist ad- 
mits, be as high as its hopes. 
In 10 years of space study, 
the United States has already 
spent $30 billion. 


But whatever the price 


tag, Wernher von Braun says 
it must be met. Otherwise, 
he sees a shrinking, cruel 
world turning into a battle- 
ground between the nations 
which have and the nations 
which have not. In short, 
war. 


And, 
as a man who ought 


to know, he says: "Anything 
is cheaper than war."
